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MILK SECRETION 


Due to the fact that the dairy 
cow is a familiar and natural 
habitant of the dairy farm, it is 
taken for granted and very little 
thought is ever given to the im- 
portant and complex event of 
how milk is made. Milk secre- 
tion may be divided into two 
parts. The first deals with the 
production of the milk within 
the udder and the second one 
pertains to the let-down of the 
milk already formed in the ud- 
der. At this time we shall con- 
sider only the secretion of milk. 


As milking cows by hand is 
one of the oldest arts known, 
people have long speculated as 
to when and how milk is made 
within the udder. One of the 
first theories advanced was that 
the milk, or at least part of it, 
was made during the milking 
act. It was thought that the 
stimulus of milking speeded up 
the secretion of the milk within 
the udder. Nearly all the text- 
books printed up to a few years 
ago suggested that most of the 
milk was made during the milk- 
ing act. There are people who 
still believe this theory. 


However, much has_ been 
learned in the past few years 
about the physiology of the ud- 
der. Experiments in which 
cows were slaughtered at milk- 
ing time without being milked, 
the udders removed and the 
milk taken from the udders, 
proved that all of the milk se- 
cured at a milking is present 
when milking is begun. 


As the milk is formed in the 
udder it is stored in tiny open- 
ings or recesses. Each one of 
these recesses contains only a 
fraction of a drop of milk. 
There are millions of these 
small recesses or alveoli in the 
udder. The small cells that 
line the alveoli start to secrete 
milk immediately after the milk- 
ing act is finished and will con- 
tinue to do so until the next 
milking, unless stopped because 
of back-pressure of accumulated 
milk within the udder. With 
the understanding of how milk 
is made it is readily seen that 
milk is not made during the 
milking act.

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How to Put Up Wilted Grass Silage 


By J. B. SHEPHERD, Bureau 


Right now, many farmers are 
thinking about how they will put up 
their 1946 grass silage. During the 
past several years, tens of thousands 
of farmers have made silage from 
legumes and immature grass crops 
by using the wilting method as an 
alternative to the use of scarce or 
pigh priced preservatives. They have 
found the wilting method easy to use 
and the silage easy on their silos. 
Farmers who have followed closely 
the simple and practical requirements 
of this method 1/ have obtained an 
excellent grade of silage — free from 
mold and about the most palatable 
and nutritious silage they have ever 
put up. On the other hand, failure of 
some farmers to follow closely these 
simple requirements has in some in- 
stances resulted in more or less moldy 
silage and a condemnation of the 
wilting method. 

At the Agricultural Research Cen- 
ter at Beltsville, Md., the Bureau oz 
Dairy Industry has made from 100 
to 200 tons of grass silage by the 
wilting method nearly every year 
for the past 10 vears. Most of it has 
been of excellent quality — free from 
mold, and equai in feeding value to 
unwilted silage put up with molasses 
or other preservatives, although a lit- 
tle lower in carotene content. Ina 
few cases there has been a small 
amount of mold in the silage in the 
upper part of the silo — less than 1 
percent by weight of the total. This 
is less than is often found in corn 
silage. 

Silage made by the wilting method 
— principally alfalfa —— has con- 
sistently given good results when fed 


io milking cows at Beltsville. Milk 
production and live-weight gains 
have been equal to or better than 


when hays from the same cutting or 
from the same kind of crop were fed. 
Despite a considerable loss of caro- 
tent due to wilting the crop before 
ensiling, this silage as fed contained 
two to three times as much carotene 
as is usually found in hay as fed. 
When the alfalfa silage was fed along 
With a limited amount of corn silage 
and the usual grain ration, the but- 
terfat which the cows produced was 
much higher in vitamin A and nat- 
ural yellow color than the butterfat 
produced by the same cows on the 
usual winter ration of hay and grain;

As a result of its experience, the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry now uses 
the wilting method of making grass 
silage at Beltsville and recommends 
the following procedure as one that 
will consistently give good results 
under practical) farm conditions if it 
is followed closely. 


1. Silos should be airtight and 
have smooth walls.—The first re- 
quirement for making good wilted 
silage, or any other kind of silage 
for that matter, is an airtight silo. 
Air must be forced out of the silage 
and kept out, otherwise considerable 
moldy silage will result. If the silo 
walls are very rough, pockets of air 
along the walis will cause a thin 
layer of moldy silage to develop next 
to the wall for a considerable dis- 
tance down in the silo. If for any 
reason the walis or doors of an up- 
right silo leak air, moldy silage will 
form. If the silo is in need of repair, 
these repairs should be made well in 
advance of silo-filling time. The steel- 
hoops on wooden stave silos should 
be tightened before silo filling starts. 
In using shallow trench silos, extra 
care should be taker to pack the 
silage solidly and tight against the 
walls. 

2. Wilt the crop. slightly.—To 
make good silage, legumes and im- 
niature grasses should be wilted only 
slightly after they are cut. When 
they are pupt in the silo the aver- 
age moisture content should not be 
higher than 68 percent nor lower 
than 60 percent. Scattered loads can 
have as much as 70 percent moisture 
without producing undesirable fer- 
mentations and odors, or they can 
have as little as 55 percent moisture 
if such loads are not too close to the 
top of the silo. If the crop is so dry 
that it causes censiderable dust when 
chopped and blown into the silo, it 
probably has less than 55 percent of 
moisture, If a trench silo is used, 
none of the crop should contain less 
than 60 percent moisture. 

The time required to wilt the crop 
to the desired moisture level (60 to 
6&8 percent) may be as little as 1 or 2 
hours on good drying days, unless 
the crop is very heavy or very im- 
mature. During prolonged dry spells, 
crops cut at the usual haying stage 
will be dry enough to ensile within 
a few minutes after cutting. On very 
humid days, a half day to a day may 
be required to wilt the crop suffici- 
ently. During rainy spells, the mowed 
crop may be in the field 2 or 3 days 
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before it is dry enough to be siloed. 


With a little practice the farmer 
can learn to determine by observa- 
tion when the crop is ready for silo- 
ing. When a crop has wilted slight- 
ly it will appear a little lighter in 
color and the leaves and stems will 
be limp but not dry or curled. Twist- 
ing will bring moisture to the surface 
of the stems but no free moisture 
will run off. Upon rubbing the 
chopped crop material between the 
hands, the bruised stems and leaves 
will feel cool and moist but not wet. 
At this point the forage should be 
siloed as rapidly as possible so that 
no portion of the crop will become 
excessively wilted. 

The farmer can also determine 
quickly when the chopped material 
contains a suitable amount of mois- 
ture for making wilted silage by us- 
ing a simple inexpensive moisture 
tester developed at Beltsville. This 
moisture tester is described and il- 
lustrated in U.S.D.A. Leaflet 238, 
Making Grass Silage by the Wilting 
Method. 

If desired, the rain-wet portion of 
the crop can be siloed without wilt- 
ing by filling the silo slowly at the 


rate of 3 to 4 feet a day, without 
tramping, so that some heat will be 


senerated; or it can be siloed at a 
normal rate by running 10 to 20 per- 
cent of dry hay or 5 to 12 percent of 
ground dry grain or 3 to 5 percent 
molasses (by weight) through the 
cutter along with the wet crop. 

To avoid wilting some of the crop 
too much, it is usually advisable to 
cut no more at one time than can be 
ensiled in half a day. To avoid too 
rapid wilting, use a windrowing at- 
tachment on the mower cutter bar 
cr follow close behind the mower 
with a side delivery rake. If the crop 
is not too heavy combine two mowed 
swaths into one windrow to speed up 
the loading and filling operations. 


If some of the crop gets so dry 
that it is dusty when chopped and 
blown into the silo, fresh unwilted 
sreen forage should be run through 
the cutter along with the dry ma- 
terial. Both dry and fresh green 
ferage can be hauled in on the same 
load if field conditions permit. 

3. Set the cutter for a 14-inch cut 
for best results.—Chopping the crop 
fine causes it to pack quickly an@ 
more completely in the silo — there- 
by forcing out air which is the cause 
of mold. This is a requirement that 
MUST be followed in making silage

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Milk Cows in Miniature 
By W. W. SWETT, Dairy Husbandman, Bureau of Dairy 


Can you imagine what it would 
mean to the dairy farmers of the 
United States if they could foretell, 
when a calf is 4 months old, whether 
it will turn out to be a good- or a 
poor-producing cow? 

In order to maintain our present 
dairy cow population, from 5 to 6 
million heifers must reach milking 
age each year. That means that 
there must be at all times from 10 to 
12 million heifers below producing 
age in farmers’ herds. Using an aver- 
age of 5% million as the required 
number of replacements, and $125 as 
the average cost for raising them, 
the replacement cost amounts to 
$687,500,000, or two-thirds of a bil- 
lion, annually. 

Dairy herd improvement records 
indicate that approximately one- 
third of all the heifers that reach 
milking age are unprofitable, one- 
third about pay for their keep, and 
one-third really make money for 
their owners. By the time the pro- 
ducing ability of these replacements 
is determined, another 6 to 12 
months have passed. and they are 
close to 3 years of age. Only then 
nearly 2 million of these cows have 
proved themselves unprofitable. The 
dairy farmer is primarily concerned 
with the production of milk and but- 
terfat; yet for 3 years he has been 
putting in his time, labor, feed and 
money to raise questionable beef. 
Ever since these animals were calved, 
they have occupied barn space that 
might just as well have been occu- 
pied by animals that were potentially 
profitable producers. And the 
chances are that one-half of them 
have left daughters that will be no 
better! 

Studies have been under way for 
several years in the herds of the Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry at Beltsville. 


Md., to determine if there is any way 
in which the producing ability of a 
cow can be foretold when she is still 
a calf. 


In the showring yearling heifers 
have for many years been judged 
partly on the basis of size and shape 
of the udder. Other things being 
equal, the heifer with the deep, broad

But there is nothing to show that the 
heifers with these udders become 
superior cows. In fact, there appears 
to be some evidence to the contrary.

fingers. It did not take long to find 
out that some of the udders tha 
pear to be full and well-formed may 
contain no more glandular develop- 
ment than others that appear to be 
relatively small and undeveloped 
The difference in appearance is 
chiefly the result of fat deposits in 
the one case and lack of fat in the 
other. In the showring, judging the 
udder development in _ heifers is 
largely a matter of estimating how 
much body fat is deposited in that 
area.

A definite program was set up in 
which examinations of the udder 
development of every heifer calf jn 
the Beltsville herd were made at 2? 
weeks, 1 month, 2 months, 3 months, 
4 months, 5 months, 6 months, and at 
9, 12 and 18 months of age. These 
examinations soon brought out the 
fact that the mammary gland tissues 
of the normal heifer calf start to de- 
velop soon after birth and _ pass 
through a series of definite stages, 
Of course, the secreting cells have 
not yet been developed, but it has 
been shown that at 3 months or 
earlier, all of the rudiments of the 
udder are present. The teat canal. 
the cistern, and the main ducts which 
radiate from it can all be seen in dis- 
sected specimens at this early age, 
without the aid of a microscope or 
magnifying glass. 


At birth the mammary gland con- 
ists of a small tubular formation in 
each quarter that feels like a tiny 
cord or thread. leading from the 
teat upward toward the abdominal 
wall. This is called the ‘‘tubular” 
stage of development. During the 
first month these formations are the 
same in the bull calf as in the heifer, 
but progressive development begins 
at once in the heifer while the infan- 
tile tubular structure remains un- 
changed, except for size, throughout 
the life of the bull. The tubular 
stage usually continues until the 
heifer is one month old—sometimes 
longer. At this time a slight bulge 
can be detected near the center of 
the tubular structure. This repre 
sents the beginning of the “enlarge- 
ment” stage. The bulge increases in 
diameter until, at about 2 or 2% 
months, the formation becomes oval 
in shape, tapering off at the ends 
with the long axis up and down. This 
is the beginning of the ‘‘quarter’ 
stage. During the next month or 80 
the glands increase in size and as 
sume approximately the same shape 
and proportions found in the mature 
udder, The glands in the front quatr- 
ters of the udder being relatively 
shallow and those in the rear ones 
deep. It is interesting to note that

the gland formations at this early 
stage are about 50 per cent larger in 
the rear than in the front (this is the 
proportion in the average cow), and 
that they are shaping themselves to 
fit the curve of the abdominal wall, 
that is, they extend higher in the 
rear than in the front. 

At 4 months % or 4 of the udders 
have reached what is called the 
“half” stage of development, that is, 
the front and rear glands on the 
same side have increased in size and 
grown toward each other until they 
have touched and grown Sagetnet 
near the base, leaving a distinct V 
shaped depression between them on 
the top side and a less marked de- 
pression below. Each gland develops 
in all directions, gradually filling in 
the V-shaped notch until at 12 or 18 
months it has nearly disappeared. 
(Although the glands in the front 
and rear quarters appear to become 
fused together, they developed from 
entirely separated bodies and their 
secretory systems remain entirely in- 
dependent. ) 

The various stages of Tra 3 
gland development are illustrated in 
Fig. 1 in which A represents the 
“tubular” stage, B the ‘enlarge- 
ment” stage, C and D the “quarter” 
stage, and E, F and G the “half 


stage. Figure 2 shows dissected 
glandular formations from _ heifer 
calves; A, the ‘‘quarter”’ stage for 


a calf at 3%4 months and B, the 
“half” stage of a calf at 5 months. 
These are the glandular formations 
that can be distinctly felt by palpa- 
tion. 

At each examination of the udder 
a record was made of the exact stage 
of development, and measurements 
were recorded of the size of the in- 
dividual glands, that had reached 
the quarter and half stage. 


From the beginning of the study 
one could not fail to be impressed by 
the marked variation among individ- 
ual calves. Some were. greatly 
advanced and others were equally 
retarded in mammary gland develop- 
ment. Relatively the variation is 
about as great at 4 months as it is in 
mature cows. At each examination 
an attempt was made to evaluate the 
relative degree of advancement. A 
grade was given at each examination, 
which was based on_ experience 
gained as the study progressed. Nine 
grades were used in which 9 repre- 
sented the most advanced develop- 
ment for a given age, 1 the most re- 
tarded development, and 5 the aver- 
age. Grades of 6, 7 and 8 repre- 
sented progressive degrees of ad- 
vancement above the average and 
grades 4, 3 and 2 progressive degrees 
of retardation. 


When examinations had been made 
of about 100 heifers in each of the 
2 breeds represented (Holsteins and 
Jersey), and at each of the 10 ages 
indicated, the data were assembled 
to show the average stage of develop- 
ment and the average size of the 
glandular formations at any given 
age. This summary, based entirely 
on calves in the Beltsville herd, pro- 
vided the basis for the diagrammatic 
illustration (Fig. 1) and’ for the 
average dimensions given in Table 1. 
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This table of averages, together with 
the diagram of stages furnished the 
“breed standards” so greatly needed 
for accurately evaluating mammary 
development at all subsequent ex- 
aminations of calves in the Beltsville 
herd. 

The table shows how and when the 
transition from one stage to another 
takes place and how the glandular 
formations increase in size from 
month to month. For the first 12 
months there is surprisingly little 
difference between the Holsteins and 
the Jerseys. The Jerseys reach a 


‘given stage at a slightly earlier age, 


but the size of the glands is not 
greatly different in the two breeds. 

A recent survey in the Beltsville 
herd showed that there were 52 Hol- 
stein and 45 Jersey cows that had 
been graded for mammary gland de- 
velopment as calves. after the estab- 
lishment of the breed averages or 
standards (Table 1), and that had 
completed first-lactation records of 
production. The production records 
of these cows were adjusted to a ma- 
ture age basis to overcome the effects 
of differences in age at first calving. 
Separate averages for milk produc- 
tion then were determined for the 
cows that had received each of the 
various grades for mammary devel- 
opment when they were calves. For 
the Holsteins the increase in aver- 
age production with successive grades 
(1, 2, 3, 4 and so on) was marked 
but somewhat irregular. For the 
Jerseys there was an increase in milk 
production with each successive 
grade. 

After all, the real purpose of the 
study is not to split hairs over fine 
degree of grading but rather to learn 
how to identify the low or the high 
producers. 1, 2 and 3 are the low 
grades that represent retarded de- 
velopment; 4, 5 and 6 are the mid- 
dle grades that represent the general 
average development; and 7, 8 and 
9 are the high grades that indicate 
advanced development of mammary 
gland tissue. The milk production 
averages for grades 1, 2 and 3: for 
4, 5 and 6; and for 7, 8 and 9 were 
combined into averages, to show how 
much the calves with retarded de- 
velopment were below those with 
average development, and how much 
those with advanced mammary de-

For the Hoisteins the unweighed 
milk production averages were as 
follows: grades 1, 2 and 3, 16,243

and those that were retarded. For 
Jerseys the corresponding averages 
were 10,243 pounds for grades 1, 2 
and 3; 12,707 pounds for grades 
4, 5 and 6; and 14,634 pounds for 
grades 7, 8 and 9—a difference of 
4,391 pounds. On the basis of these 
figures it appears conservative to 
state that the mature equivalent 
production of the first lactation rec-

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New Hope for the Shy Breeder 


By C. E. HUGHES, Associate Editor of Successful Farming 


Now it can be told — the story of 
a new, scientific approach to shy 
breeding of cattle. The drug con- 
cerned isn’t the answer to all infer- 
tility problems, not by any means. 
But it’s achieving enough success 
with one general type of sterility to 
be worth our attention — and a 
trial. 

Our report begins with a physician. 
the owner of a large dairy herd in 
North Carolina. Things were going 
badly on this farm; the herdsman 
was having no end of trouble getting 
the cows to settle. And the doctor, 
an eminent obstetrician and gyne- 
cologist, was desperate for a solution 
te his problem. 

One day he hit upon an idea—why 
not try the Ringer-glucose formula, 
a product which had benefited some 
of his patients? If this formula 
helped the human female to conceive, 
it might do the same for cattle. 

It did — at least on his farm. The 
treatment was given to five cows, 
and, somewhat to his surprise, they 
all became pregnant, after a single 
treatment and breeding. 

Too good to be true? No, because 
it actually happened. Although the 
formula has not rung the bell so con- 
sistently in some of the other field 
trials, it has achieved enough suc- 
cess, with the kind of infertility for 
which it is adapted, to merit editorial 
discussion. 

When news of this product first 
ieaked out, Successful Farming was 
highly suspicious and approached the 
matter with extreme caution. It’s a 
well-known fact that the field of shy 
breeding has been highly exploited. 
All manner of quackery and mis- 
representation has been used to peel 
a few greenbacks from the farmer’s 
bank roll. 

But in this case, two things were 
highly encouraging: The firm that 
manufacturers of this new product, 
Pre-Servisal, is highly reputable. And 
our checkup indicated that the claims 
being made were not exaggerated. 

Now then, what is the stuff? You’d 
probably like to have that answered 
before I cite any more cases of where 
it has been tried in farm herds. Pre- 
Servisal, which is quite similar to the 
product for human use, Nutri-Sal, 
contains sodium chloride, potassium 
chloride, calcium gluconate, and dex- 
tvose anhydrous powder. 

Where will it work? 
answered by first telling where it 
won't do the jcb. Don’t expect any 
benefit if your shy-breeding cows are 
suffering from such conditions as 
Bang’s disease, trichomoniasis, ovari- 
an cysts, endocrine deficiencies, ob- 
structive pathology, and cervicitis— 
or where the bull has defective 
sperm, fibroid degeneration, obstruc- 
tion of the vas deferens, undeveloped 
testicles, or pus cells in the semen. 

But for one class of infertility, an 
important one, the formula has given 
good, though far from perfect, re- 
sults. This class of infertility in- 
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This is best 


ciudes cows having conditions withir 
the vagina which are unfavorable to 
sperm action. A heavy or infected 
mucus about the cervix often retards 
or completely repels the ascending 
sperm, Secretions in the vagina 
which are unfavorable to life and ac- 
tivity of the sperm may contribute 
to infertility. 

Then, what does this formula do? 
I: has four general types of action. 
First, it tends to wash out those sub- 
stances which are hostile to sperm, 
and to make the cervical mucus eas- 
ier for the sperm to penetrate. Sec- 
ond, it peps up the sperm, that is, 
it supplies energy for the sperm in 
those instances where Nature’s sup- 
ply has been insufficient. Third, the 
formula provides a more fzxvorable 
environment, giving the sperm a 
longer time to live and move up the 
vaginal tract. Fourth, by forming 
a pool in the well of the vagina, it 
makes more certain that the pepped- 
up sperm will have direct contact 
with the cervix. 

How is the formula used? It is 
given as a vaginal douche just prior 
to breeding. The formula is inex- 
rensive (about 75 cents per cow) and 
the procedure simple. 

After the early success of this 
North Carolina physician was report- 
ed, the formula was submitted to 
veterinarians and other investigators. 
Since then, tests have been made in 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Connecti- 
cut, New York, New Jersey, North 
Carolina, and West Virginia; and fur- 
ther experiments, not yet reported, 
are being conducted in Pennsylvania. 
Ohio, Minnesota, California, and 
lexas, Holstein, Jersey, Guernsey. 
and Ayrshire herds have been in- 
cluded in these tests. 

All of the animals tested were 
those which had been previously 
serviced several times. The treated 
cows in these herds were those which 
showed no organic pathology. Some 
of these cows later were declared 
sterile by veterinary standards. The 
bulls used, on the whole, were fair 
to good breeders, although in some 
cases, the sperm movement was 
slightly sub-standard. 

Dr. Willson Haubrich, who has a 
v.ide veterinary practice and special- 
izes in breeding problems, tried the 
formula on 11 problem cows kept on 
seven farms in New York, Connecti- 
cut, New Hampshire, and Vermont. 
All 11 cows cenceived to the first 
service following a douche with Pre- 
Servisal, although they had averaged 
4.5 unsuccessful services before use 
of the formula. 


As a case example, one 5-year-old 
cow in New York had a good fertil- 
ity record until 1943 — then trouble 
started. She was bred nine times. 
using both natural and artificial serv- 
ice. This cow conceived to a single 
service after using the formula. A 
3-year-old cow in this herd was 
served seven times unsuccessfully 
and then conceived after the first 


service following use of the formula 

Another cow, a 3-year-old in 
Connecticut, had a good fertility ree. 
ord for many years but finally ran jp. 
to difficulties. She was served 1) 
times unsuccessfully by four differ. 
ent bulls, using both natural and arti. 
ficial methods. Various treatments 
were used without success. Then she 
was douched with this formula anq 
bred by a bull which had previously 
served her 5 times without success 
She settled after the first service, — 

Results were not quite so good in a 
Vermont herd handled by Doctor 
Haubrich. But the outcome certainly 
paid for the bother, since 13 of the 
17 trouble cows conceived. At the 
time of the report 1 other animal 
was thought to be pregnant, and 2 
cases were not far enough along to 
diagnose and report. One cow failed 
to conceive and was sold as sterile. 

I had a brief talk with Dr. BE. ¢ 
Deubler, a prominent Pennsylvania 
veterinarian specializing in infertij. 
ity. During the past two years he 
has treated more than 200 cows with 
the formula and estimates that suc- 
cess has been achieved in more than 
half the cases, All of the cows treat- 
ed had been selected previously as 
shy breeders, although not suffering 
from some cause that would spoil 
any chance for successful results with 
the formula. 

Doctor Deubler reported that the 
formula does a much better job than 
baking soda. And the Ringer-glucose 
formula goes one step further than 
baking soda; it can provide addition- 
al energy for the sperm which is wig- 
gling its way upward to fertilize the 
egg. That’s the secret of the new 
approach to this phase of shy breed- 
ing. 

A little field experience has been 
reported with the formula for use on 
horses. Nine mares, which had 
no apparent pathological conditions, 
were bred three to four times to two 
stallions, but without suecess. Then 
all of them conceived, on the first 
service, after a formuladouche just 
hefore breeding. 

Too often, slowness of a cow to 
conceive is accepted as a necessary 
evil. But it’s 2 costly proposition for 
a farmer to pay the feed bill and lose 
production when a cow fails to settle 


The results indicate that many 
artificial-breeding associations might 
use such a product to an advantage 
There’s not an artificial-breeding as 
sociation in the country that is not 
trying to settle a higher percentage 
of the members’ cows; in fact, a few 
of them are confronted with the task 
of doing a better job, or else quitting 
business. 

Then there’s the matter of de 
termining whether the type of it 
fertility for each shy-breeding co¥ 
will respond to this kind of treat 
ment. That’s something for the vet 


erinarian to decide, but some users

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Diamond Jubilee 


This year is the Diamond Jubilee of Holstein organi- 
zation in America. On March 15, 1871 the first herd- 
book organization of our breed was established. This 
was the Association of Breeders of Thoroughbred Hol- 
stein Cattle, formed at a meeting held in Boston. Win- 
throp W. Cheney, Belmont, Mass, the original importer, 
was president, Chas. Houghton, Putney, Vt., Secretary 
and Treasurer. 

The first Herd Book was published May 20, 1872, 
and was a pioneer effort among all the breeds. It con- 
tained the pedigrees of 61 males and 67 females. These 
animals were owned by 26 owners in the following 
states: Massachusetts (9); Vermont (2); Connecticut 
(1): New Hampshire (1); Maine (2); Rhode Island, 
(1): New York (5); Pennsylvania.(1); Delaware (1); 
Iowa (1); California (1) and Oregon (1). 

From this small group, with later importations from 
Holland numbering 7757 altogether, has grown the 
largest dairy breed Association in the world. Member- 
ship numbers 35,587, and total Herd Book registra- 
tions total 3,558,548, as of January 1, 1946. In addi- 
tion over 860,000 head, from the same imported sources, 
have been registered in the Herd Book of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada. 

This Diamond Jubilee year of organized Holstein 
effort finds the industry in a strong position. It repre- 
sents substantially 50% of all the registered dairy cattle 
of North America, and with its grades, producing over 
60% of the milk on America’s farms. The Holstein in- 
dustry faces the future with confidence. 


The Cover 


Osborndale Tovarich Ormsby May 760642 (E) was re- 
cently announced as the 55th Gold Medal Proven Sire of 
all time and the second under the new rules. He was 
bred by Mrs. W. S. Kellogg, Osborndale, Derby, Conn. 
and is the third bull of her breeding to receive the Gold 
Medal designation within recent month. (A fourth is 
announced in our news columns in this issue.) All fif- 
teen of the Tovarich daughters that won him the Gold 
Medal honor bear the Osborndale prefix and the majority 
of them made their records in the Osborndale herd, but 
the sire himself is owned by James M. Osborn and has 
been in service in his Whirlwind Hill herd at Walling- 
ford, Conn. who leased him for service in 1943, later 
bought a half interest in him and more recently acquired 
the Osborndale interest. 


Tovarich, as he is commonly known, was really 
bred to order. His dam, Montvic Rag Apple Colantha, 
was purchased by Mrs. Kellogg from Mount Victoria 
Farins following the Royal Winter Fair of 1934, for the 
express purpose of mating her with Sir Bess Ormsby 
May to get a future herd sire. At the time she was bred 
to Montvic Chieftain and the following May was deliv- 
ered of a son by this service, who was named Osborndale 
Sir Johanna Rag Apple and was used a bit in the Osborn- 
dale herd and then sold. He later became quite a famous 
sire of production and high test—but that is another 
story. 

Colantha was then mated with Sir Bess Ormsby May 
according to plan. Fortune smiled, the calf was a bull. 
named Osborndale Tovarich Ormsby May. He grew up 
side by side with his brother, Sir Bess Ormsby May 2d 
who was born ten days later, the two being registered 
the same day and having adjacent registration numbers. 
Some nine years later they were to become the 54th and 
55th Gold Medal Sires, the first and second under the 
new rules. 

In 1938, the year of the Big Wind in New England, 
Tovarich was shown at Eastern States, winning the jun- 
ior yearling class and later taking Reserve All-American 
honors. He came back as a two-year-old to top his class 
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again at Eastern States. About two years ago, at just 
seven years old, he was classified Excellent. 

Tovarich has ten daughters that have exceeded Sij- 
ver Medal requirements. They include a four-year-olq 
with 822 lbs fat on 3X, a two-year-old with 725 Ibs fat 
on 3X, and three 3-yr-olds from 600 to 674 lbs on 3x. 
They average 616.13 lbs fat from 16,663.6 lbs milk, 
3.7%, all on 3X or 2X and including four 2-yr-olds, 
three 3-yr-olds, two 4-yr-olds and one at just turned five. 

As to type, the 14 classified daughters comprise one 
Excellent, 4 V. G., 4 G. P. and 5 G. to give him a score of 
just 82. Besides this list of daughters, he has a gon, 
known as OMOT, who is also classified Excellent ang 
who is also in service at Whirlwind Hill. This gon, 
OMOT, has just been announced as a Silver Medal Sire 
for Type and these two, Tovarich and OMOT, are be- 
lieved to be the only father and son of the breed that are 
both classified Excellent and both with medal ratings. 





All-American Selections 1946 


After a lapse of three years, when showing was under 
a dim-out, the World All-American Selections will be re- 
sumed in 1946. 

This grand finale of the show season was inaugur- 
ated in 1922 and was continued without a break for 21 
years, or until 1942. Without doubt it added a final 
show ring honor that nationalized the interest of breed- 
ers in the show program of the whole country, and added 
to the keenness of the competition throughout each sea- 
son. 

The plan of operation as developed from years of ex- 
perience, is to declare all first prize winners (and sec- 
ond prize winners also at National Shows) eligible for 
nomination. Entry is made by the owner submitting to 
the World a suitable unretouched picture of his winning 
animals. These pictures are supposed to be taken near 
enough to the time of the show to represent them sub- 
stantially as they appeared in the ring. 

From these pictures a nominating committee of 
judges selects what they consider to be the top six in 
each class. These nominations are then published. A 
vote is taken by a Jury of Award, consisting of approxi- 
mately 16 judges from the season’s leading shows. The 
judges vote independently by mail, indicating their first, 
second, and third choices in each class. First place votes 
count 7 points; second place votes 3 points, and third 
choices 1 point. 

Awarding of All-American, Reserve All-American 
and Honorable Mention designations then becomes a 
matter of simple arithmetic. 

Ordinarily the procedure has been to limit competi- 
tion to winners at State regional or national shows. In 
order to avoid virtually debarring breeders in states 
whose state fairs are not resuming operation this year, 
we will accept entries of winners at county fairs and 
Black and White Shows in states which do not have a 
functioning state fair in 1946. We believe contestants 
should appear in their state fair competition where 
available. 


For or Against 


The $64 question of the day is, “Are you for o 
against OPA? People seem to be dividing into two 
camps over the present setup for price control, The 
“aginners” say kill OPA, throw it out the window, and 
let ample, unrestricted production take care of the price 
level. The “pros” say that such abandonment of the 
price control line would lead to disastrous inflation before 
ample production would have the chance to stabilize 
prices. 

There’s some good reasoning in both arguments. Sad 
fact is that too many of us want the other fellow’s pric¢ 
controlled and the ceiling taken clear off of what we have 
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to sell. As stated in these columns recently it makes a 
pig difference whose ox is being gored. 

” We believe that it would be a mistake to remove sud- 
denly all price controls. It would create a cruel upswing 
of prices that would ruin millions and make many mil- 
lionaires, There must be a middle course whereby OPA 
will recognize conditions as they develop and change so 
that its orders and rulings will fit the day-to-day situa- 
tions.

The Uncrowned Lifetime Champion 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


The greatest lifetime producer of 
any breed is an uncrowned champ- 
ion. Her story, here told. is partic- 
ularly appropriate to consider at 
this time when the subject of finding 
means to utilize fully for breed ad- 
vancement the great fund of infor- 
mation now largely buried in DHIA 
record books is under official scru- 
tiny. 

M. B. Nichols and Washington 
State College have made a_ worth- 
while start in this direction in their 
current listing and publication of 
lifetime producers in herds of the 
state of Washington. Their listings 
include AR and Herd Test records 
and records made under standard- 
plan DHIA. 

Heading their list is the well- 
known cow, Steilacoom Prilly Orms- 
by Blossom 763405. She would, in 
fact, head all lists as she has pro- 
duced more fat and milk in her life- 
time than any other cow known. Her 
recorded production for 13 lactations 
(3 in AR, the balance in DHIA) to- 
tals 258,229.5 lbs milk. 9557.5 Ibs 
fat. 

Here are her lactation credits as 
furnished us by Dr. W. N. Kellar, 
Superintendent of Western State 
Hospital, Ft. Steilacoom, Wash., 
where Steilacoom Prilly Ormsby 
Blossom was born and spent her en- 
tire lifetime until her death on June 
15, 1938 at 16 years 9% months of

Of these records the first three 
lactations were made on Advanced 
Registry test plus interim credits in 
DHIA. Steilacoom Prilly Ormsby 
Blossom started out in her first lac- 
tation at 26 months of age with a 
seven-day record of 20.6 lbs fat and 
continued through the year on semi- 
official AR test with a record of 23,- 
987 lbs milk, 866.04 lbs fat in 365 
days, which was fifth highest of the 
breed at that time. 


Her second calving was at 3 yrs, 
5 mo. and she set a new world’s rec- 
ords in seven days with 32.694 Ibs 
fat and in 305 days with an AR rec- 
ord of 23,250.1 lbs milk, 932.97 lbs 
fat. The seven day records are no 
longer given consideration, but the 
ten-months record still stands after 
20 years as the championship per- 
formance for her age for milk and 
for fat. She calved again in just 
twelve months and set a new 


world’s record for 4-yr.-olds in 305d 
(AR) with 882.71 Jbs fat, 23,4794 
Ibs milk. This still rates second 
place in class for fat production. 

At this time Advanced Registry 
testing was discontinued at Western 
State Hospital, but a continuous pro- 
gram of herd testing has since been 
maintained for the herd in _ the 
Pierce County DHIA. 


Half of the fourth lactation of 
Steilacoom Prilly Ormsby Blossom 
is missing. During this period she 
was kept at the State Reformatory, 
Monroe, Wash. in order that she 
might be bred to Sir Romeo Mildred 
Colantha at the nearby Carnation 
Milk Farms. At that time the Re 
formatory was not testing and conse- 
quently no credit is available for 
that period. If artificial service had 
been in vogue at that time it would 
have resulted in a_ substantial in- 
crease in the lifetime total credits 
of this champion for both milk and 
fat. 


During her lifetime  Steila- 
coom Prilly Ormsby Blossom 
dropped fifteen calves, including on 
pair of twin calves. Her fifteenth 
calf was dropped about a month be 
fore her death in June, 1938. Nine 
of her sons are heading or have 
headed institution herds in Washing 
ton. One was sold to a private dairy- 
man and one died while still a calf. 
Of her four daughters, one was 4 
freemartin in the one pair of twits 
she bore. Two of these daughters 
have made records above 3,000 Ibs 
fat in their lifetime. These welé

CREEKDALE PURCHASES 
ARBOLAWN HERD 
A Holstein transaction of consid- 
erable interest is the recent purchase 
of the entire Arbolawn herd from 
Grover Arbogast, 


he Estate of : 

selma, Ind. by L. W. and R. C. 
Washington, Creekdale Farm, Peca- 
tonica, Ill. The Arbolawn herd 


was the first PBR herd in Indiana 
and this is the first incident we can 
recall where a PBR herd has been 
transferred in its entirety and con- 
tinued as a going concern. A picture 
of part of the milking herd at Arbo- 
lawn appeared on the front cover of 
the World, Sept. 1, 1945, and a story 
of its accomplishments was featured 
in that issue. 

Particularly interesting in the 
packground of this herd is that fact 


that starting in 1926 when this 
herd first began a testing program 


in DHIA a herd average of over 400 
ibs had been maintained each year. 
Testing in HIR was started in 1939. 
Volume 1 of the Green Book gives 
the figures on twelve cows on 2X 
milking with the exceptional aver- 
age of 479.4 lbs fat, 13,192 lbs milk, 
3.6%. The record last year was even 
better with a 503 lb average.

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COMMENTS ON DIHA REPORT 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

We read with interest your article 
in the May 4 World on the subject, 
“DHIA Policy.” We wish to com- 
ment on the seven points in your 
“summary.” 

(1) Agree that Sire indexes be 
discontinued as _ such. However, 
every effort should be put forth to 
get daughter and dam comparisons 
which were the bases of sire indexes. 
Effort and thought should be given 
to get the daughter and dam com- 
parison to the owner of sires as soon 
as possible after records are avail- 
able to make a comparison. If the 
owner of a bull has to wait until the 
publication of the Green Book to 
get the figures, he won’t have them 
for a couple years after the records 
have been made. Should have a re- 
port go out on the bull as soon as 
records are available for daughter 
and dam comparisons, the same as 
U. S. D. A. does now. Possibly these 
daughter and dam comparisons 
should be published in the World 
similar to Advanced Registry Re- 
ports now. 

(2, 3, and 4,) Sounds all right un- 
less would make for further delay in 
publishing the daughter and dam 
comparisons. The chief service these 
comparisons can give to the breed 
is to sort out the good sires from the 
bad for production and find the good 
ones early enough so they haven’t 
all gone to the slaughter yard by the 
time the records are published. 

(5) Agree with proposal. 

(6) Agree with proposal. 

(7) In continuing the study on 
use of DHIA records in the progress 
of the breed it would seem to us that 
the Association could publish in its 
year book the records of cows on 
DHIA test only, but list them separ- 
ate from HIR or AR and in the in- 
troductory explain that the Associa- 
tion cannot vouch for the records as 
were not made under the Association 
supervision, but were supervised by 
the U. S. D. A. Maybe it wouldn’t 
even be necessary to make a separ- 
ate list, but instead simply put the 
letters DHIA under the heading, 
“Type of Record,” the same as HT 
and AR was used in Vol. 1 of the 
Green Book. A person or member 
only doing DHIA testing would have 
to pay for the Green Book. 

The principal thing is to get the 
daughter and dam comparisons and 
get the information out to the own- 
ers of sires and members of the As- 
sociation as soon as possible after 
the records have been made from 
which to make a comparison. 

We hope these comments will be of 
some help.

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
In the World of May 4, 1946, I 
have read your committee’s report 


on the DHIA policy. In this rrelim- 
inary report I note you _ rather 
strongly recommend the discontinu- 
ing of the herd sire index. I, for one, 
feel very much opposed to having the 
Association consider doing any such 
thing as that, but would rather see 
them encourage the herd testing 
even more than has been done in 
the past. 


I believe there are many breeders 
who have really good animals and 
who are much more likely to con- 


tinue this HIR testing of they knew 
that by so doing they would be able 
to get some official recognition as to 
the value of their sires. 

Even though we must admit sire 
indexes are not the perfect answer 
as to the abilities to transmit, they 
are one of the best answers we have. 
I believe if any knowledge at all 
exists as to what conditions the rec- 
ords of both dams and daughters 
were made under, the index is of 
much more value than the know- 
ledge that a particular sire produced 
a few high record daughters and no 
knowledge as to how many poor or 
very poor ones he may have pro- 
duced.

Your article in the May 4th issue 
of the Holstein-Friesian World with 
reference to cow testing association 
records interested me _ sufficiently 
that I trust you will allow me the 
privelege of comment. 


I think the work of your commit- 
tee is an excellent work. I have felt 
for many years that we have alito- 
gether too many systems of testing 
and any effort that is made towarq 
unifying them and _ consolidating 
them is a step in the right direction. 
This applies, noet only to DHIA rec- 
ords, but to A. R. and H. I. R. ree- 
ords. For example, we have just 
completed a Senior two year old rec- 
ord on a heifer of our breeding of 
614.00 lbs of fat (owner’s figures 
taken from the CTA book), but the 
record is made under H. I. R. and 
D. H. I. A. test supervision, and not 
A. R. The way these records are 
supervised now there is practically 
no difference between an A. R. rec- 
ord and a H. I. R. record when pre- 
liminary milkings are taken, but, 
even though I think this 614 lb fat 
record is the highest 2X 2yr old rec- 
ord ever made in Colorado it will not 
be called a State -record because it 
was not made under A. R. condi- 
tions. To my mind this is not just 


right. The cow made the 614; it was 
supervised on the basis of a one 


month, the same as 
the A. R. tests are supervised in 
other herds around here; in fact by 
the same testers.

I have had some experience teach- 
ing milk production in college. One 
of the most difficult things to do 
along this line is to justify, or at- 
tempt to justify, all the different 
modes and classes of testing done by 
all the different dairy breeds and 
by the Department of Agriculture.

LOCKHART HERD LEADS WASH- 
INGTON STATE DHIA 

Announcement was made recently 
that the herd of W. P. Lockhart, Mt. 
Vernon, Wash., consisting of 24 
registered Holsteins was the top 
herd of the state for 1945 with an 
average of 15,468 lbs. milk, 568.0 
lbs. fat on 2X milking. The North- 
west Farm News carries an interest- 
ing story of the herd in a recent 
issue. We note that this herd was 
founded in 1913 by the late Thomas 
Lockhart, father of the present own- 
er, familarly known among Washing- 
ton breeders as Bub. In addition to 
owning good cattle, Bub carries out 
an interesting feeding program. The 
grain ration is kept very light, never 
over a 10% protein. The main de- 
pendence is good grass silage, some- 
times fed up to 100 and even 110 Ibs. 
per cow per day. He makes his 
grass silage in a little different 
method than the usual recommenda- 
tions, as he sun-cures it almost as 
though intended for hay. They pack 
it well in the silo, using no preserva- 
tive and no water and then over the 
top put just a few feet of chopped 
rea vines to give added weight and 
to act in sealing the silo. He finds 
that the juice from the pea vines 
also soaks down somewhat into the 
grass silage. He fertilizes his pas- 
ture fields and clips them early for 
the grass silage, then letting the cows 
pasture those fields the rest of the 
year. In addition to.the light grain 
ration and the grass silage, he feeds 
alfalfa hay as usual.

may find that the cost is so low and 
the treatment so simple that they 
can afford to douche all of their cows 
before breeding. In such a case, the 
veterinarian could be called later for 
those which failed to respond. But 
don’t forget, it’s quite possible that 
the percentage of failures could be 
discouragingly high when no sorting 

is done before trying this formula. 

While most of the cases cited in 
this article have hit a high success 
level, a user may avoid possible dis- 
appointment by expecting no better 
than a 50-percent-favorable response. 
This could be true even when treat- 
ing those cows which are known to 
suffer from the type of infertility for 
which this formula is adapted. Even 
then, the treatment might be worth 
the bother and expense, considering 
the loss that can be avoided by 
prompt settling of cows. In view 
of present evidence, it seems best to 
approach this new development with 
hope, some caution, and a determina- 
tion to give it a fair trial—Reprinted

USDA TUBERCULOSIS CHIEF 
RETIRES 

Dr. Alexander E. Wight, veterin- 
ary of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, Agricultural Research Adminis- 
tration, Department of Agriculture, 
has retired at the age of 70, after 47 
years of continuous service in that 
Bureau. For the last 18 years he di- 
rected the extensive and highly suc- 
cessful Federal-State campaign to 
eradicate bovine tuberculosis. Dur- 
ing the last decade he was in charge, 
also, of a similar project for the erad- 
ication of bovine’ brucellosis or 
Bang’s disease.

Dr. Wight 
was born in Medfield, Mass., and re- 
ceived his veterinary education and 
degree of M.D.V. at Harvard Veterin- 
ary College, Boston, Mass.

PREPARTUM MILKING 

In the boyhood days of most of us, 
few dairymen ever thought of milk- 
ing a cow before she freshened. There 
was a deep-seated belief that such a 
practice was positively harmful both 
to the cow and her calf. Today many 
of our most successful cowmen are 
following the regular practice of 
milking before calving. Pennsyl- 
vania State College has published an 
article on the results of an experi- 
ment conducted on 74 cows, half of 
which were pre-milked 2 to 16 days, 
the other half being used for com- 
parison. They believe that the prac- 
tice has a definite bearing on masti- 
tis control. Heifers are easier to 
break to milk because their udders 
are not so swollen and sore. The 
time-honored bugaboo of calves need- 
ing the colostrum in the first milk 
can be remedied in these modern 
days of vitamins. It has even been 
found that in prepartum milking di- 
gestive disturbances in calves have 
been lessened because of the removal 
of undesirable accumulations from 
cows’ udders. The following sum- 
mary of the results is worth passing 
on to you: 


1. No cow was injured by pre- 
milking. 

2. Many cows’ were definitely 
helped by removing the unde- 
sirable accumulation in the 
udder and removing the pres- 
sure. 


3. Experiments indicate that it is 
possible to eliminate hard, con- 
gested conditions in the udders

REPORT 


By all odds the finest and most 
comprehensive State Report of DHIA 
Achievement we have ever seen is 
the 1945 Washington State Report 
compiled by M. B. Nichols, Extension 
Dairyman. ‘“Nick’’ is known to most 
Holstein breeders as former western 
field representative of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, and 
likewise for a period Assistant Sup- 
erintendent of Advanced Registry. 

The report is a book of 64 pages, 
starting out with a dedication writ- 
ten by Director J. C. Knott paying 
tribute to the pioneering spirit and 
to the ability and persistence of the 
dairymen of Washington whose 


achievements are recorded in this 
book. 
The material presented gives the 


usual summaries of information re- 
garding the sixteen DHIA Associa- 
tions of the state, comprising 517 
herds, 15,705 cows which averaged 
last year 8,610 lbs milk, 373.2 Ibs. 


butterfat. The averages for each 
association are given and compara- 
tive figures for the past ten years. 


To these are added honor lists show- 
ing the leading herd averages of the 
state, headed by Lockhart Farms, 
Mt. Vernon, registered Holsteins in 
which 24 cows average 15,468 Ibs. 
milk, 568.0 lbs. fat. There were 
also 186 herds in the state complet- 
ing averages above 400 lbs butter- 
fat and these are listed in detail 
with the owners name and address 
and the breed represented.

by the wilting method. Under y 
circumstances should the cutter be 
set for a longer cut than one-thira 
inch, and the shorter setting of one 
fourth inch is preferable and wij 
give still better results. Failure to 
use a fine cut will prevent Close 
packing, considerable air wil] be 
trapped in the silage, and the Silage 
will most certainly contain consider. 
able mold. Other advantages to be 
gained from fine chopping are: Less 
iermentation, 2 better type of fer. 
mentation, a more palatable Silage 
and an increase in the quantity of 
crop that can be put in the silo. Dur. 
ing silo filling, the cutter knives 
should be changed just as soon as 
they fail to cut cleanly and begin 
to shred the material. The cutter 
bar against which the knives operate 
should be changed or turned before 
its edge becomes rounded enough to 
cause shredding rather than cutting, 

4. Distribute silage evenly and 
tramp thoroughly in top third of silo, 
——All of the material put in the top 
third of the silo should be wilted only 
slightly. Heavy moist material wil] 
pack closer and also press out more 
air, Proper distribution of the ma- 
terial and thorough tramping in the 
upper half or one-third of the silo 
not only helps foree out the air but 
it also permits putting in more of the 
crop — thereby producing greater 
natural pressure for forcing out the 
air in the lower part of the silo. 

5. Put 4 to 6 feet of heavy unwilt- 
ed silage on top of the wilted silage. 
—This wet unwilted top layer should 
also be chopped fine. It will com- 
plete the job of forcing the air out of 
the ensiled material and will keep 
the air out. The more the crop was 
wilted before it was ensiled or the 
longer the silage is to be stored be- 
fore it is fed, the deeper this heavy 
top layer should be. Failure to put 
enough fresh unwilted silage on top, 
particularly if some of the wilted 
silage near the top is very dry, will 
result in extensive areas of small 
moldy spots down several feet in the 
wilted portion. No preservative what- 
soever will be needed in this wet top 
layer since it warms up naturally, 
Lroducing a desirable fermentation 
and a mild palatable silage without 
preservatives. 

6. Level off top and keep well 
tramped near wall while the silage is 
settling.— When filling is completed, 
level off the top and leave the silage 
slightly higher near the wall than at 
the center. During the settling pe 
riod, keep the silage well compacted 
cver the top and packed tightly 
against the silo wall. This will re 
sult in a minimum amount of top 
spoilage and will pay well for the 
time spent. Failure to tramp and 
pack the top properly during this 
period will result in air getting into 
the silage, particularly near the wall, 
and may cause several times as much 
spoilage as would occur otherwise. 
It may also result in some moldy 
silage in the wilted portion. 

Good wilted grass silage is a fine 
feed. It produces more and better

greater than those of the cows that 
received the low grades of 1, 2 or 3 

at the same age. 

The results indicate that the 
grades that were most accurately in- 
dicative of potential producing abil- 
ity were the ones assigned when the 
calves were from 3 to 5 months of 
age. The grades assigned after 6 
months showed little, if any, posi- 
tive relationship to producing ability. 
As a matter of fact, the heifers that 
received high grades for mammary 
development at 12 and 18 months ap- 
pear to have produced less than those 
that received low grades at the same 
ages. It is likely that variations in 
amount of fat deposition interfered 
to some extent with the accurate 
evaluation of mammary gland tissue 
development in these older heifers. 

Note that these results were ob- 
tained entirely from a study of ani- 
mals in the Bureau’s breeding herd 
at Beltsville, Md., where the contin- 
ued use of proved sires has raised 
production to uniform and very high 
levels. A greater degree of variation 
in grades and in production might 
be found in herds where a similar 
breeding program has not been fol- 
lowed. The results are encouraging 
since they indicate that it may be- 
come possible to predict the relative 
producing capacity of dairy calves at 
4 months of age, with a reasonable 
degree of accuracy. The question is 
whether the really low producers can 
be identified. The present need is to 
give the method a rigid test in other 
herds where the inheritance for milk 
production may be at different levels 
and more variable, to determine its 
reliability. Such a test would involve 
making a careful examination of all 
the heifer calves in a herd as they 
reach the age of 4 months, and Keep- 
ing records of their production when 


they come into milk.

The time required for g¢ ‘ading the 
calf for mammary gland development 
is not more than 10 minutes, not 
much of a chore in the lifetime care 
of a cow, if it provides a method of 
culling out the inferior animals while 
they are still calves. 

It will enable those who purchase 
calves for boys’ and girls’ club mem- 
bers to buy them younger and at a 
lower price, and to select individuals 
that will be the pride of these young 
club members rather than to make 
them turn their interest into other 
fields than dairy farming. And it 
may make it possible to get a line on 
the value of a young sire while his 
daughters are still young calves. The 
possibilities certainly justify going to 
some effort and expense in order to 
give the method the rigid test it must 
have before it can be recommended 
for practical application.
